To the Editor of The Chisago Tribune ;

lations, no capital is consumed. It te simply the case 
of two or more men dhut up in room swapping jack- 
knives or gambling with gun-wads—is it not? 
Answer: The reason why speculation in un- 
occupied land tends to produoe financial strin- 
gency, and, if cafried far enough, a financial 
ound principally in the fact that 
it leads to the creation of debt. It is quite true 
that none of. the accumulated capital of the 
world is consumed or destroyed in baying and 
selling land; bat such capital is usually pledged 
to the amount of three-fourths of the price of 
the land in future payments, dependence being 
placed on the capability of the land itself to sub- 
serve some human purpose equal in veiw to the 
agreed price, together n interest for the 
meantime. If this dependence is mistaken, 
somebody must bear the loss, and, when these 
losses become great enough to produce bank- 
ruptcy, the consequences will extend not merely 


os in 1887, the bankruptcy will be general,—that 
is, if the transactions have been based upon flo- 


Everything depends, therefore, on the wisdom 
of the investment, or the financial ability of the 
last parchaser. If the last purchaser is able to 
nest his payments, even though resulting in a 
permanent loss to himself, we cannot see how 
de money market should be affected either way, 
ao debt having been created, or how the on- 
munity generally should be any poorer in conse- 
quence of his improvident investment.

THE LAW OF WIFE-MURDER. 

Hanging has become so much of an event in 
this country, of late, that the incidents in a re- 
cent trial for murder, conviction, and execution 
in Washington City, assume a special impor- 
tance. The case was that of s negro who had 
cut his wife's throat. Both man and wife had 
been alaves. After the proclamation of emanci- 
pation, the man joined the army. He claimed 
that, during his absence of more than a year, his 
wife had borne a child which was illegitimate. 
He forgave her, again went into the army, and 
provided for her support. But the wife, 
ful, and, upon his second 
turn, he kifed her in a fit of jealousy. A “‘fit 
of jealousy ” would, according to precedent, be 
regarded as emotional insauity, and would 
Justify a verdict of acquitial in the minds of 
most juries. The Judge in this particular trial 
warded off such a verdict by instructing the 
jury that malice was clearly present when the 
murder was committed. One of his reasons for 
this instruction was that the weapon which was 
used was.a razor. There is something, then, 
about the instrumente by which death is brought 
on that determines the extent of deliberation 
and malice. If the instrument had been a pistol, | 
and the victim the paramour instead of a wife, 
it ia not impossible that a different verdict would 
haye been rendered. Another view of the Wal- 
ter, taken by the Judge, was likewise unique. 
In the eouree of his instructions to the jury, he 
thet, had every woman been slain who had | 
lived with s man other than her husband during 
the war, there would be almost as many women 
killed as there were men who fell in battle.
